CIRCUIT ATTORNEY’S OFFICE. 


The Legislative Investigating Committee 
Meeting To-Day at the Southern. 


The committee appointed by the House of 
Representatives to investigate the actions of 
the Assistant Olrouit Attorney, Marshall F. 
McDonald, in connection with the Fothering- 
ham atid wire-tapping cases, began its 
investigations this morning, holding its 
sittings at the Southern Hotel. The committee 
is composed of H. O. Timmonds of Barton 
County, Chairman; W. H. Haynes of Buchanan 
County, T. R. R. Ely of Dunklin County, L. L. 
Bridges of Pettis County and Charles Holland 
ot St. Louis. M. 8. Allgaln of Plattsburg, Ser- 
geant-at-Arms-elect of the House, accom- 
panied the committee. 

The committee met at 11 o'elock in secret 
session and commenced its labors. There was 
nobody present except the committee, its 
stenographer and Mr. McDonald. After the 
latter had been introduced to the members of 
the committee, chairs were drawn up around 
the table and business began. 

MR. M’DONALD 

asked the committee if the proceedings were 
to be executive. When told they were, he de- 
clared his desire for an open investigation 
and asked leave to submit a presentation of 
his case. The committee considered this in 
secret, Mr. McDonald waiting outside. While 
alone Mr. McDonald told a reporter of the 
Post- DISPATCH that in his statement he denied 
the committee’s jurisdiction. ‘‘Why,’’ said ne, 
want un open investigation, and will waive 
the questien of jurisdiction. The committee 
is going about this thing in the wrong way. 

After quarter of an hour’s deliberation Mr. 
McDonaid was called in to the committee 
room and his paper was heard. It briefly 
stated McDonald’s position to be that he 
courted an open inquiry and called the atten- 
tion of the committee to the fact that in law 
he is not an impeachable officer. He admon- 
ished the committee that if he had been negli- 
gent in the discharge of his duties, action 
could only be taken in accordance with the 
Revised Statutes dealing with the removal of 


officers.

THE SHERIDAN REPORT. 


EXPERT HARLAN THINKS THE MINE A GOOD 
PROSPECT. 


What He Would Suggest for Future Develop- 
ments—The Steck Market Stronger—Man- 
ager Clark of Yavapai Here—Reports 
From Granite Mountain, Peerless and 
Ideal—Mining Gossip. 


The long-expected Sheridan report was re- 
oelved to-day. It was preceded by a letter to 
J. Will Boyd from the expert, Mr. Harlan, in 
which he said: ‘‘I have since writing you 
been over the property several times,and have 
made careful investigations, and am now fully 
convinced that the mine with préper 
development will prove to be a good one. 
e „ © with a good honest practical man who 
understands his business, and will attend to 
and look after the interest of the company 
here instead of his own, I think the Sheridan 
can be developed with no great outlay, and I 
feel confident of the results.“ 

The report was received by Mr. Jacobs. It 
is very full and goés into all necessury details 
descriptive of the mine and camp. Accom- 
panying it is a small map. Mr. Harlan’s 
letter is dated February 18. In it he 
says that he has endeavored in his 
report to cover all the principal features of 
the property without using technical terms. 
The roughness of the surface of the country, 
he explains, makes it utterly impossible to 
make accurate measurements from one point 
to another. 

IN HIS REPORT 
Mr. Harlan describes the Cooney District at 
some length. It lies in the Mogollon range 
of mountains, is rough and broken, 
with a heavy growth of pine, well 
watered. The mineral bearing veins of the 
district are large and their surface indications 
welldefined. The ores are principally free- 
milling, carrying both gold and silver. The 
general character of the ores, the large-sized 
velns and the great facilities for deep 
and cheap mining together with an abundant 
supply of wood and water affords 
great advantages for mining and milling low- 
grade ores at a profit.

BayaRp’s management of the State De- 
partment was strikingly manifested in 
the treatment which the Diplomatic and 
Consular Appropriation bill received in 
the House. It was riddled, torn and 60 
despitefully used that, by the time the 
House was done with it, its authors could 
not recognize the mangled remains. Even 
some valuable réforms were defeated by 
being embodied in this unpopular appro- 
priation bill, and Mr. BayaRD can now 
see thatthe derision and disparagement 
with which his diplomatic service is con- 
templated are not confined to the press. 


Bosro's claim to the chief place as a 
center of culture has rested largely on 
its appreciation of her favorite son and 
champion, Jon L. SULLIVAN, but Boston 
culture is widening—radiating, so to 
speak—like the spokes from a hub. Yes- 
terday, for instance, a young girl, the 
daughter of DION Bovucicavtt, was hissed 
off the stage of a Boston theater for giv- 
ing readings ata‘‘sacred concert,” and 
the morning papers give a graphic ac- 
count of a dog fight at a private sacred 
concert in Boston in the parlor of a 
wealthy gentleman who is very fond of 
that cultured sport, and who consider- 
ately spread india-rubber cloth over his 
costly carpets. There is something classio 
in this development of Boston culture.

_ New Jgrsty is one of the most unwa- 
vering States in the Democratic line, and 
if her United States Senators had been 
elected by a vote of her people she would 
have been represented in the Senate by 
two Democrats ever sincethe war.

AN ANNIVERSARY. 

To-morrow, the birthday of GEORGE 
WASHINGTON will be celebrated or neg- 
lected according to local and personal 
preference. The Americansare not prone 
to show their sentimental side in birthday 
celebrations, and what with centennials, 
decoration days and other celebrations 
there has recently been so much enthu- 
siasm pumped up to order and worked off 
as per programme that we may be excused 
if the excitement over to-morrow’s anni- 
versary appears mild and immemorable 
and if the day is enjoyed chiefly as a day 
of rest, 

We have not lost our admiration for 
WASHINGTON, nor diminished in any way 
our gratitude for his great services. We 
may rather claim that the payment of 
praise and reverence increases with our 
growth and grows stronger with our 
strength. In some things we have de- 
parted from his teachings, but in other 
things we have made gains that he could 
never have foreseen. 

It might, indeed, sadden his august 
spirit could it revisit the land he lived in, 
to look in on a Senate of plutocrats at 
Washington, or to smell the reek of cor- 
ruption in the local politics of every great 
city, or to catch the proofs of corporate 
control over private industry and public 
legislation, or to watch the extravagance 
in public expenditure, or to note the 
growing insolence of wealth and the ab- 
ject degradation of poverty, for these ex- 
tremes id not exist in the infant republic. 
But the greed of office and the rancor of 
politics were evils of his day as well asof 
ours, and if the infant republic had some 
virtues which we lack, it missed the great 
achievements of which we are proud. 

We have no cause to be ashamed of our 
showing and we could well afford to invite 
WASHINGTON to pay us a visit to-morrow 
and inspect what we have done. We 
could show him a nation of 60,000,000 of 
people, held together by no bond of force 
or central power, but by their willing loy- 
alty to the form of government he helped 
to establish. We could show him the 
greatest nation that has ever grown up 
under republican government, the nation 
that comes the nearest ,of all in the 
world’s history to realizing that ideal 
of ‘‘the greatest happiness of the greatest 
number,“ and that alone would be our 
sufficient vindication. With all our faults 
and errors, let them be as many and as 
grievous as our worst enemies accuse us 
of, it still remains true thatin the politi- 
cal freedom, in the personal liberty, in the 
individual welfare, inthe material pros- 
perity and in the intellectual development 
of its people, the country which calls 
WASHINGTON its father has done more than 
any other in all the world’s history. 

This is our true celebration of to-mor- 
row’s anniversary, a celebration which 
goes on continuously from year to year.

THE GBRMAN ELECTIONS. 

In the election of members of the Reichs- 
tag to-day every male subject of the Ger- 
man Empire, who is 25 years old and not 
a pauper, idiot, lunatic or bankrupt, nor 
in the active army, may vote, and is eli- 
gible for membership in the Reichstag, 
provided he can make a shift to serve 
there without pay. 

Of the 897 members, 236 will be elected 
in Prussia, 48 in Bavaria, 23 in Saxony, 
17 in Wurtemburg, 14 in Baden, 15 in 
Elsass-Lothringen and the remainder in 
the various duchies, principalities and 
free cities that elect from one to nine 
members each. The population of the 
electoral districts ranges from 12,000 to 
140,000 and averages about 90,000. 

The Catholics control 145 of the districts 

andthe Protestants 252. As the Centre 
party, the Catholics have long held the 
balance of power between the Conserva- 
tivgs, called the Right, and the Left, 
which is composed of National Liberals, 
Progressists and Social Democrats. During 
the long struggle over questions of Church 
government, the Centre has, by helping 
the opposition to BISMAROK’sS measures, 
worried him into concessions to the 
Catholics, and at last by defeating 
his septennate biil, has forced him 
into some sort of agreement with 
the Pope, of which nothing is known ex- 
cept that Bismarck is now relying on the 
influence of the Vatican to divide the 
Centre and give him enough recruits from 
the Centre to pass his septennate bill. The 
spectacle of a Protestant ruler of Prussia 
invoking Papal interference in German 
elections and using the Pope’s influence 
to break down thatof the leader of the 
Catholic party, is one of those surprises 
with which BISMARCK has frequently 
broken the monotony of European 
politics, - 
Aside from this novel feature, the oriti- 
cal situation of affairs in Europe lends 
extraordinary interest to this German 
election. It is generally expected that 
the Pope’s interference and the war scare 
will together insure BrisMarcK all the 
majority he needs. But previous eleo- 
tions have generally shown so many votes 
unpolled in Germany, that nobody can 
forecast with any certainty the result of 
an election exciting ‘enough to bring out a 
full vote in that country. 


Ir is to be hoped that the members of 
the Legislature will wake up and take a 
look at that bill repealing the exemption 
of the St. Louis Fair Grounds from taxa- 
tion, before permitting it to slip through 
another branch. If there is anything in 
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Inis State that has been built up and man- 
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aged pro bono publico, at the private ex- 
pense of public spirited citizens, and not 
for their private profit, it is this 8t. Louis. 
Fair. Exemption from taxation is all that 
State or city has ever contributed to It. 
It has brought vast sums of money into the 
State, and the money expended on the 
Fair Ground to make it as valuable as it 
now is has been earned in annual exhi- 
bitions that have contributed far more to 
the general welfare of both State and city. 
But for its exemption from taxation on 
this property the association would have 
succumbed to some of the many pecuniary 
difficulties it has worked its way through. 
The Legislature will, we hope, promptly 
arrest this blow aimed at the most con- 
spicuous manifestation of public spirit 
that has ever been crowned with success

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Gambling in Futures. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The man who buys what he never intends to 

pay for or to possess, or who sells what he 
does not own and cannot deliver, simply plays 
a game of chance on the turn of the market, 
just as the mah who puts down a sum 
of moneyon acardona faro board plays a 
game of chance on the turn ofthe pack. Play- 
ing futures is the more risky and expensive of 
the two methods of gambling and has pro- 
duced a more extensive list of defalcations 
and breaches of trust. 
a Such speculation on the provision market is 
particularly objectionable because it leads to 
‘*pools’’ and to all sorts of devices to put up 
prices of the necessaries of life, to the injury 
of the whole community, and because it tends 
to unsettle trade and to bring about bankrupt- 
cies, suspensions and ruin. 

The penal laws of the State punish by im- 

prisonment not exceeding three years and by 
fine of not more than $5,000, one or both, the 
offense of knowingly circtilating any false 
statement, rumor or intelligence, with intent 
to affect the market price of the stocks or 
bonds of a corporation or of any merchandise 
or commodity whatever. Why should it not 
be equally am offense to compass the same 
ends by means of secret pools, fictitious 
purchases or sales, and all the appliances 
known to the gamblers in futures? 
If such transactions cannot be stopped al- 
together by law, the next best thing is to tax 
them and make them yield a revenue to the 
State as some little amends for the mischief 
they do. 


Minister Pendleton Sees No, War Clouds. 
From a Chicago Tribune Intervlew. 

I don’t think there's going to be a war. Wars 
in Europe are not brought about by any over- 
leaping sentiment or feeling among the peo- 
ple. They're regulated entirely by two or 
three men in Russia, three or four in Ger- 
many, four or five im Austria and six or seven 
in France. Now, Germany doesn’t want war. 
I know that, positively. I know that Ger- 
many’s every effort will be exerted for peace. 
Austria doesn’t want war. France doesn’t 
want peace. Why? Because she knows that 
fifteen years more of peace will entirely, 
through the changes of time and men, oblit- 
erate the French spirit to recover Alsace and 
Lorraine, With fifteen years more of peace 
Alsace and Lorraine, owing to the passing 
away of one generation and the coming for- 
ward of another, will be German provinces. 
France doesn’t want fifteen more peaceful 
yearstoensue. She doesn’t want the dispo- 
sition to recover the provinces wrested from 
her by Germany to die. The three great 
powers of Eastern Europe are Germany, Rus- 
sia and Austria. There is an evident senti- 
ment among these powers that the existence 
of all three is essential to preserve the equi- 
librium. They realize that with one or the 
other overcome, subjugated or wiped out, it 
would become a desperate question of the 
survival of the fittest.

DIED OF A BROKEN HEART. 


Burial of Dr. Bailey Whese Two Daughters 
Were Murdered. 


ATLANTA, Ga., February 21.—Yesterday the 
body ot Dr. Samuel 8. Bailey was buried in 
the little cemetery at Cummings, between two 
graves in which lie the remains of his two 
daughters, Mrs. Ella Beckand Miss Addie 
Bailey. They were murdered by Eugene W. 
Beck in October, 1884, and the first Dr. Bailey 
knew of the tragedy was when he stepped 


into theroom where the dead bodies were 
laid out. Beck, who was a

A year after, in October, Addie, 
who was about to get married, paid a visit to 
her sister, who was then living in Clayton. 
There she learned that her brother-in-law had 
developed a passion for strong drink, and 
that her sister was unhappy. On the night 
before Miss Addie was to return home, Mrs. 
Beck told her husband that she was going 
also, for the purpose of seeing her father. 
The thought dawned upon Beck that she 
would not return to him and he blamed Miss 
Addie for the change in his wife’s con- 
duct. When the sisters fell asleep 
Beck rushed upon them and  shoot- 
ing rapidly sent the balls crashing 
through the heads of the sleeping women. 
He ieigned insanity. Dr. Bailey was sent for, 
and the people shrinking from telling him the 
facts he was only made acquainted with the 
truth when his eyes beheld it. The doctor 
stood like one, in a trance, Through the ex- 
citing scenes which followed the double burial 
and the trial and conviction of the murderer, 
he moved as one who knew not what was pass- 
ing around him. His heart was in the grave 
with his children. He requested before he 
died that he might be buried between them, 
and all attribute his death to a broken heart.

CONVICT LABOR. 


THE CONTRACT SYSTEM OF THE MISSOURI 
PENITENTIARY UNDER INVESTIGATION. 


Agreements Between the Contractors and 
the Warden for the Labor of the Convicts 
at Jefferson City—Competition With Free 
Labor—St. Louis Business Men Called on 
to Give Facts hüd Figures—Bills to Abol- 
ish the System. 


This morning a sub-committee of the House 
of Representatives Committee on Labor, met 
in this city. The personnel of the former is 
strikingly like that ot the latter, in fact they 
are one and the same, and the sub compre- 
hends the principal committee. They are 
now in session at the Martin House, southwest 
corner of Broadway and Clark avenue, hear- 
ing testimony with which they expect to 
solve the question of convict labor in 
this State. At least they say they they 
expect to present a solution to 
the Legislature, in tne shape of a compre- 
hensive report. The friends of the movement 
to abolish convict labor, after attending the 
sittings ofthe committee in Jefferson City, 
have abandoned the fond hopes they enter- 
tained during the early part of the session. 
They fear thatthe penitentiary contract sys- 
tem has found favor with too many of the 
legislators and State officials. Its abolition is 
conceded to be out of the question at this 
session of the Legislature. Mr. J. J. Cur- 
ley, member for this oity, to-day said: 
Wo are only collecting information at pres- 
ent. The witnesses calied before the commit- 
tee are men engaged in the same lines as some 
of the penitentiary contractors, and in some 
cases they employ just the same number of 
men on the same lines, so that the comparisons 
can be so much more easily made. I don’t 
know what can be done at this session, but it 
is a move in the right direction. We can 
agitate the question of abolition now and 
we may get the benefit of it later. 


It is said that by reason of the cheap convict 
labor the goods manufactured in the peniten- 
tiary cost the manufacturer about 20 per cent 
less than the same line of goods costs when 
made byfree labor. The penitentiary con- 
tractors, it is said, undersell competitors by 
reason of this saving in the cost of labor. It 
is this point we wish to establish by our in- 
vestigations in this city.’’ 

During the present session of the Legisla- 
ture three bills have been offered on the sub- 
ject, two to secure the abolition of the Peni- 
tentiary contract system, and one affecting it 
seriously. The first of those was offered by 
Mr. Curley, who was elected to the Legisla- 
ture as a candidate in this city on the United 
Labor ticket, and was endorsed by the Repub- 
lican party of the Fourth Representative Dis- 
trict. His Dill simpiv provided for 
the abolition of the system of letting 
out the labor of convicts in the Mis- 
sour! Penitentiary to manufacture and 
thereby bringing convict labor into competi- 
tion with free labor. 

Representative Fred Walsh of this city pre- 
sented a bill to abolish the contract system, 
and to employ convicts on account of the 
State, making public improvements, etc. 

Mr. Weimer of Gentry County introduced 
the third biil providing that all goods mannu- 
factured by convicts shall be branded, and in 
this way distinguished from goods manu- 
factured by free labor. The bills were 
referred to — Committee on Labor. 
By resolution offered on the 4th inst. the 
Chairman of the House Committee on Labor 
was authorized to appoint a sub-Committee to 
examine witnesses on the subject of convict 
labor. Mr. Henry Newman of Randolph 
County, Chairman of the sub-eommittee, with 
Messrs. Curley, Martin, Walsh, Holland and 
Walton of St. Louis, Warner of St. Louis 
County, Satterwhite of St. Francois 
County and Simmons of Texas County 
accordingly instituted the investiga- 
tion at Jefferson City by first calling 

WARDEN MARMADUKE 

ofthe Missouri Penitentiary. The warden is 
an advocate of the system as every warden 
heretofore has been fora great many reasons 
among whicb the ideaof making the institu- 
tion self-sustaining is said to be the most 
weighty There are about 1,600 convicts in 
the penitentiary at present.Ofthis number only 
600 are now employed. From this revenue, 
which it is hoped by the warden will be 
increased until it pays for the institution, 
and an appropriation of about $250,000 
the penitentiary is now sustained. Theagree- 
ments of the penitentiary contractors were 
submitted to the committee, showing the 
prices paid for convict labor. On the contract 
absolute“ the contractor pays for the labor 
under all circumstances. No reductions are 
made for loss of time on any account, while 
the warden agrees to furnish that number of 
men. The contracts exhibited sbowed the 
following — paid per day. 

Gieseck Boot and Shoe Company,140 convicts 
absolute at 45 cents per day.

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AFTER MANY YEARS, 


JUDGE SAMUEL TREAT RESIGNS HIS PLACE 
ON THE FEDERAL BENCH. 


Too Old to Travel, He Says He Gives Way to 
Younger Men—Details of an Enviable 
Record of Thirty-Eight Years — Judge 
Thayer as a Probable Successor—A Talk 
With Judge Treat. 


Judge Samuel Treat of the United States 
District Court for the Eastern District of Mis- 
souri has sent his resignation to the President. 
Last week it was reported about the 
Custom-house that he contemplated 
such action. In a conversation with 
District Attorney Bashaw Judge Treat said 
asmuch. The passage of the bill dividing the 
district into two parts, necessitating sittings 
at Hannibal as well as in St. Louls, is the 
reason for his action. He said then: ‘‘I am 
too old a man to be traveling about the 
country. It would be too inconvenient for 
me. 

To a reporter of the Post-DisPpaTon he said 
this morning: ‘‘It is true I have resigned. My 
resignation will take effect on March 5, not 
on the 3d as has been reported. Ihave been 
on the bench thirty-eight years, eight years on 
the State Court and thirty years on the Federal 
bench. I will stop now and let some younger 
man take the place. I think I have earned a 
rest. 

When it became known that he intended to 
resign a number of attorneys endeavored to 
dissuade him, knowing what alossthe United 
States bench would incur. A bill is pending in 
Congress to increase the salary attaching to 
the position from 838,500 to $5,000 
per year. It was thought dy the 


attorneys that the bill would pass, and the 
increased compensation would induce the 
Judge to reconsider his determination. They 
did not gain anything however, as having 
determined to resign , = did resign—a pro- 
ceeding thoroughly characteristic of the man, 

‘‘shall you continue to live in St. Louis?“ 
he was asked. 

‘*Certainly Ishall. Ihave lived here fora 
great many years and it is mv home. 

He has been a prominent figure in St. Louis 
for more than forty years, fe was born in 
Portsmouth, N. H., December, 184, so he was 
71 years old last December, District Judges 
ure entitied to retire with full pay at the 
age of 70 years if they have served 
continuously fortwenty years. On the sec- 
ond provision his margin is ten years. He is 
next to Judge Samuel J. Treat of Springfield, 
III. , with whom he has often been confounded, 
the senior United States District Judge, 
though his commission is but a few months 
older than that of Judge Love of Keokuk, Io. 

JUDGE TREAT 

graduated at Harvard in 1834. He was a class- 
mate and intimate friend of Franklin Pierce. 
He came to St. Louis to practice law and be- 
came engaged in the publication of a politi- 
cal paper, which, while ably conducted 
from a literary point of view, was not 
a financial success. In 1849 he was appointed 
Judge of the Common Pleas Court. Although 
he had been an ardent Ss previously, 
and had been engaged in many of the hard- 
fought battles of that time, bein in 
opposition to Thomas H. Benton, with all that 
meant—he left the political field entirely when 

laced on the bench. He was well fitted 

or the position and discharged his duties 

faithfully. When Pierce became President he 
appointed Samuel Treat to be 
trict Judge tor this district. 
was thirty years ago or will 
on March 8. The record of his service 
inthat time is the history of the bar of St. 
Louis. During thattime nearly every foot of 

round in St. Louis has been passed upon by 

im under ‘‘Spanish grant’’ and New 
Madrid location“ litigations. All of 
the country from St. Charles 
to the Merrimac River has been in court in 
these matters and the titles determined by 
him. When the steamboat business was 
at its height there was a great 
deal of admiralty practice in the 
District Court. Judge Treat, in the course of 
his service, has passed upon many cases, 
and bv his decisions created much of 
the admiralty law of the country, es- 
tablishing principles in cases never 
before passed upon. In patent law there is no 
Judge in the country more highly regarded. 
His mind is peculiarly adapted to 
the consideration of mechanical principles 
and he often reached to the real point ofa 
patent litigation with so much understanding 
that lawyers and litigants have been aston- 
ished and disconcerted. Reversals have been 
fewinhis career. His standing is as high as 
any judge in the country. 

His reason for having his resignation take 
effect on March 5 instead of on the anniversary 
of his appointment, is that the Bar Associa- 
tion has secured the painting of his por- 
trait by Eichbaum, which will be hun 
in the District Court- room on Marc 
4 with appropriate ceremonies. The por- 
trait is sald to be in Eichbaum's best man- 
ner and an excellent likeness. It is now in 
the rear of the District Clerk’s office awaitin 
the date fixed for the presentation. There wil 
hardly be a banquet as has been sug- 
gested by some members of the bar for the 
reason that such affairs are distasteful to 
Judge Treat, and he long since refured to at- 
tend banquets givenin other peopie’s honor. 
He will probably occupy his leisure in the 
preparation ofa legal work he has had in 
mind for some years. 

WHAT HE MAY DO. 

It was stated this afternoon on the best au- 
thority that, after Judge Treat had stepped 
down from the bench, he would be tendered 
the position of General Attorney of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad. This was the position 
formerly held by ex-Gov. John OC. Brown of 
Tennessee and it has been vacant since Gov. 
Brown resigned it, more than a year ago. 

It is further stated thatthe place has been 
offered to Judge Treat and that he hhs agreed 
to acceptit. The salary paid Gov. Brewn was 
a liberal one, and the duties of the position 
are said to be not very onerous. In event he 
accepts this position he would forfeit the sal- 
ary which he is entitled to drawasa retired 
District Judge. 

There has been considerable discussion this 
morning concerning Judge Treat’s successor. 
It is thought that Judge A. M. Thayer of the 
St. Louis Circuit Court is the most likely to 
receive the appointment. The other prominent 
lawers spoken of for the position are ex-Judge 
E. B. Adams and John H. Overall. 

EX-JUDGE ADAMS 
was seen by a PortT-DISPATCH ‘reporter to 
whom he said: ‘‘I have heard of the mention 
of my name for the position vacated by Judge 
Treat. It was not authorized by me. 
I have made no effort for the 
place and am making none. I am not 
aware of any friend having made any such et- 
fort, asthe matter has neyer been suggested 
tome. In fact] am now engaged in writing a 
letter recommending, in terms the strongest 
possible, the appointment of Judge Thayer.’’

A SPANISH OUTRAGE, 


The Selzure and Sale of an American 


Schooner for Debt. 


PHILADELPHIA, February 21.—The Record 
to-dav publishes the following: ‘‘Another of 
those outrages which American ship masters 
encounter in Spain and its provinces, is re- 
ported from Malaga, Spain, wherethe Phila- 
delphia bark G. A. Ruessens has been seized 
and sold after having been retained for over 
two years. Thetrouble arose mainly from a 


heavy debt forced upon the bark by Samuel 
Dabney, American Consul at Fayal, 
Azores Island. The Reussens sailed 
from New York the latter part of 1884, 
for Malaga, with a general cargo of merchan- 
dise, and by reason of heavy weather she was 
obliged to put into Fayal as a harbor of ref- 
uge. A board of survey was called dy the 
master of the Reussens, who contended as the 
repairs would amount to more than the value 
of the bark, she should be gondemned as a 
constructive total loss and abandoned 
to the underwriters. Consul Dabney, 
who is a ealer in vessel sup- 
lies, however, insisted on repairing 
he bark, which he did, taking in payment a 
bottomry bond, payable on the veasel and 
cargo. When the bark arrived at Malaga, the 
owners foundtheir craft hopelessly in debt. 
Their only salvation would be to get ker home 
where the obligation would be paid without 
difficulty. They also found that a debt con- 
tracted outside of Spain or her deminions 
could not be enforced within her provinces. 
In spite of all this the vessel was seized anda 
writ issued for her confiscation, and for two 
years she wasincharge of a Spanish officer 
rotting at the wharves. 

The Spanish Government has since discov- 
ered its error, through the efforts of Henry 
Marston, the United States Consul-General at 
Malaga, who fought the case for the owners 
of the vessel. A suit for damages has been 
brought against the Spanish Government. by 
Shubert & Cottingham, A. Conover, E. R. Ris- 
ley and others of this port, for damages, 
which demand is in the hands of Secretary of 
State Bayard.

Animals That Will Keep Up a Siege All 
Night. 
From the New York Morning Journal. 


Three Thousand Miles Through Bra-

my eyes when I felt my hammock violently 
shaken, and perceived an odor of old 
pigstyes.

The attack was 
more like the wild, reckless bravery of 
the Arabs of the Soudan, for as pig after 
pig fell squealing and disabled, scores 
more struggled for his place. * * * *# 
They threw themselves against the fort 
regardless of being struck down one after 
the other, and always impelled forward 
by those in the rear, others rushed for our 
hammocks or viciously . gnashed the 
trees that gave us support. The ex- 
tremely disagreeable and nauseous odor 
of the animals, their snapping of teeth 
like musketry file-firing, the reports of 
the firearms, the shouts of the men, the 
howling and barking of the dogs and 
the dim light, created an indescriba- 


bly strange and exciting scene. Ever 
bullet of my revolver’ took ef.

During the battle I could not help no- 
ticing the apparent method of their move- 
ments, as though they were led by chiefs. 
Their mode of attack is to surround in 
silence by a complete circle the object to 
be stormed, when, at a given signal, a 
simultaneous snapping of teeth takes 
place, followed bya converging rush to 
the center, whereby the largest and 
strongest reach the front first and the 
smallest bring up the rear. Their retreat 
is carried out on an equally methodical 
system. 


A Horse Shod With Gold.

In the year 1855 a storekeeper named 
Donald Cameron, carrying on business in 
what was known as the Woolshed, Victo- 
ria, was elected first member of parlia- 
ment for the Ovens district, and he had 
the honor—unique in the history of the col- 
ony—of being driven in triumph from the 
Woolshed into Beechworthin a gig with 
tandem team, the leading horse of which 
was shod with gold. Just before the elec- 
tion an eccentric individual, known as 
Tinker Brown, who had made a lot of 
money on the diggings, suddenly pur- 
chased a circus, with tents, horses and 
wagons complete, and, coming into 
Beechworth with his company, he offered 
to drive the newly elected member, and 
supply golden horseshoes for the occa- 
sion. The Woolshed bosses, who were 
greatly elated over the result of the elec- 
tion, warmly took up Brown’s idea, and 
they resolved in addition to present their 
member with a diamond scarf-pin. 

The horseshoes were made by a working 
jeweler named Tofield, and weighed nine 
ounceseach. The team was driven from 
Woolshed to Beechworth, and back as far 
as La Serena Hill. On removing the shoes 
of the leader (a piebald circus horse) they 
were found to have lost a total of 1% 
ounces. Before Tinker Brown died he 
willed them to a married daughter keep- 
ing a public house at Wagga Wagga. 
They were in existence until about four 
years ago, when the owner had them 
melted and turned into sovereigns.

His Herd Increased Too Fast. 


From the New York Sun. 

The son of a prominent man in publio 
life has just returned to Washington from 
a year’s experience in the cattle business 
in Utah. ‘‘I raised a company here, 
a among my friends, and we in- 
vested $50,000. It took $30,000 of that to 
— our range, S, 000 to get me out there 
an buy our outfit, and the rest 
we put into cattle and expenses—princi- 
pally expenses. My cattle men got intoa 
row with a neighbor, and his men ran our 
cattle down into the canons. Then our 
foreman took it into his head to sue us for 
his pay, and although I had made an ex- 
cellent report to the company, somehow 
things went wrong. My report stated that 
we had enjoyed an increase in our herd of 
120 per cent, and that was the case. I 
don’t know that any of our men stole 
any calves from our neighbors. I don’t 
know that our cows had more than one 
calf apiece, but somehow we found 

on our 8 that we had 120 per cent 

increase. This is what broke us up. Cat- 

tlemen are used to 80 and 90, and in rare 

cases to 100 per cent increase, but they 

could not stand 120. The cgttle associa- 

tion in that district held a meeting and 
passed resolutions that it was impossible 
for any herd to increase at such a rapid 
rate, and, calling upon the delegate in 
Congress from Utah to investigate the 
case, wound up by giving me three days’ 
time to get out of the territory. lam now 
going down to pass a civil service examin- 
ation.” 


His Tengue Cut Out. 


From the Albany (N. Y.) Argus. 
Philip Scott of Arch street, yesterday 
afternoon underwent a very delicate 
operation that was successfully performed 
by Dr. F. H. Fisk. It consisted in having 
his tongue, which had become entirely 
eaten up with an epithelial cancer, 
taken entirely out. The patient 
was placed under the influence of 
ether, when the physician split the chin- 
bone,and cutting the tissues free from the 
floor of the tongue, it was drawn out suf- 
ciently to admit of passing a curved 
needle around and under the base of the 
tongue. The ends of the needje were bent 
together and an assistant held them while 
a platina wire was inserted outside and 
slightly beneath the needle. A galvanio 
cautery battery was then used, and the 
tongue was literally severed from its fas- 
tenings by electricity. The operation was 
erformed, without the loss of a drop of 
biood, in about forty minutes, Dr. L. F. 
Classin assisting.

WRECKED BY A WHIRLWIND. 


4 Fruit Schooner Lifted Out of the Water 
and Capsized. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., February 21.—Just be- 
fore dusk last evening a fruit schooner, fully 
seventy-five feet long, whose name is un- 
known, was struck by a whirlwind on the St. 
Johns River and lifted almost wholly out of 
the water and suddenly capsized. It is known 
that there were five men on buard,but whether 
they were drowned or notis not known. Itis 


feared there mayalso have been women and 
children among the lost. A few minutes be- 
fore the strange disaster occurred the sky was 
bright and clear. There was no suggestion of a 
storm. Sailing here and there about the river 
were numbers of smaller boats. Suddenly, 
from the clear sky there came a gust of wind. 
It struck but a single one of the small vessels 
and even failed to overturn that. This squall 
had just passed when it was followed by an- 
other that seemed to possess the force of the 
fiercest of whirlwinds. It traveled in a nar- 
row path and left atrailof foaming water be- 
hind. The large schooner received the full 
force of the whirlwind. The vessel was lifted 
out of the water until the bottom of tne keel 
was almost on the surface of the water. The 
wind twirled her about as though it was 
TOYING WITH A STRAW, 
and then the doomed schooner was thrown 
upon her side, her heavy masts and sails 
ged her down, and she lay helpless in the 
water with keel upturned. The whirlwind 
was so sudden that not a man on board had 
time to even attempt to save his life. Dozens 
of small boats hastened to the hull of the 


schoner, but nothing was seen of tne crew. 


i had perished. As the overturned vessel 
in the water it was impossible even to 
her name. and nothing definite can be 
ed of the vessel or those on board until 
8 succeed in righting her. 
Mr. W. A. Smith of St. Louis, whose sail- 
boat was the only craft besides the schooner 
that was caught by the wind, tells the follow- 
Ing story: We were about the middle of the 
river when asbarp squali came up. We keeled 
over badiy, but managed to take in our sail 
and ina minute or two were all right, The 
ner did not shorten sail, she was under 
canvas. The squall eased up in a few- 
utes and it was reasonably calm when a 
gudden sharp biow struck us, and in an in- 
stant our boat was twisted completely 
aroun 


d and we were almost on our beams 
ends. In less time than it takes to tell it 
the whirlwind reached the schooner. She sto 

a moment and then was lifted bodily 

the water so that we could see her sheath- 
nearly to her keel. For a second she was 

ded and then she was whirled to halt 
around with a rapidity that no mechaali- 

cal power could have imparted to a vessel of 

her great weight, turned almost bottom-side 
up and thrown into the water, her sails blow- 


board as she listed. She sank in less 
a minute.

mentioned favorably. The Cincinnati club 
which counted on winning last year played 
unusually bad ball for that team, but their 
men were more or less disabled and this 
accounted for their poor results. This year 
they promise to have a strong club and to 
play big ball. Ithink wecan get away with 
them however. The Loulsvilles also will 
have a good team, and the Brooklyns 
too, but when you come to figure it down 
you’ll find that the Browns not only have the 
same champion players they had last year 
but are strengthened by young and promising 
players at more points than one. Comiskey, 

Robinson, Gleason and Latham for in-fielders, 

Sylvester, O’Neil and Welch for the outfield, 

Foutz and Caruthers when needed, 

and Caruthers, Foutz, Hudson, Bushong 


and Kemmler for batteries will make the same 
team we had last year and, with the exception 
of Nicol, the team that won everything for 
which it played. Then the team will be fur- 
ther strengthened by Schulze, Boyle, Busack 
and the latest addition, young Dawson, all of 
whom can do well and hold their own with the 
weaker clubs in the Association. Put it any 
way you want to, I don’t see how we’re going 
to lose the championship.’’ 

„How do you account for the talk to the 
effect that the Browns are bound to lose?’’ 

„Well, there are a lot of fellows roaming 
around loose that ought to be caged up if they 
got what they deserved, who want to talk 


about somebody and think they can at- 
tract attention by saying something 
that nobody but a fool would 
think of. Idon’t say that the Browns are go- 


ing to win every game they play, but I do 
say that they will win enough to keep this flag 
out here for another year anyway.’’

„Now you're talking about the League. If 
we can win a season’s championship from 
clubs in the Association we'll have no trouble 
in the world winning a few odd games froma 
second class club like Chicago, There’s more 
talk about Chicago than there is anything else. 
Talk is good enough for certain kinds of 
advertising, but if you wait to knock 
out three-baggers and home runs 
with your mouth, you'll wait a long time. The 
Chicagos used to have a man or two who could 
get a base hit occasionally, but then they're 
getting worse every day. We're the World's 
Champions, and we've got to play these peo- 

le when they challenge us, but then we can 
beat em right along without any trouble.“ 

Po you think you will play Detroit or New 
York later on?’’ 

„Well, New York is no kind of a club to 
play with. It would be like playing with an 
amateur nine, and what the people want to 
see is good, hard, baseball. Detroit isn’t as 
bad as New York, and I think they would give 
usa good game, and make us hit a little 
harder and run alittle faster than New York, 
but the result would be about the same. No, 
you can say that we'll win the championship 
and beat all these other clubs, too, that talk 
more than they play ball. 

The Champions will gointo field practice as 
soon as the weather is warm enough for flan- 
nel, and by April 7 be in first-class trim to win 
a game from the lads of Chicago.

PITTSBURG AND THE LEAGUE, 


The Effect That the Alleghenys Will Have on 
the Championship. 


The purchase of Kelly by the Boston man- 
agement has moved that city up a peg in the 
distribution of the League clubs on the cham- 
pionship ladder.

The result will besimply so many more games 
lost to all these clubs in place of so many 
ames won. For instance, the St. Louis 
aroons, whenthe season closed last year, 
wound up with an average of .355. Boston 
closed just one notch ahead of them with an 
average of .474, and before them the Phillies 
ended with .626. That was in the League. In 
the Association the first three clubs had 
earned averages of .666, .580 and .551. Of these 
the second club was Pittsburg, which won 


most of its games in the latter part 
of the season. In the earlier part 
the club vas in poor form and 
in fact played bad ball. When the new 


strength added to the club service the close of 
the season is considered, and the advantages 
of the new rules are thrown into the balance, 
no one can deny that the presence of the team 
in the League will reduce the averages of 
games won all around. It is bound to throw 
the results the other way to a more 
or less great extentand Boston, instead of 
being ahead of Pittsburg, the club which is to 
replace St. Louis, will doubtless be lower than 
Pittsburg, Kelly to the contrary notwith- 
standing. The effect which Boston will feel 
will also be felt by Detroit, Chicago, Phila- 
— and New Tork and the final result 
will be much more complicated than 
a casual review of the situation would 
bring out. The Pittsburg players are all good 
batters, good fielders and good basemen, and 
their batteries can be called weak by no means, 
When the League clubs come into contact 
with them they will realize a sensation some- 
thing akin to batting against a stone wall. It 
is not overestimating the matter to say that 
the main interest in the League race will be 
due 1 — Pittsburg, and the first three 
months o 6 season will show 

that this is a fact. ——

TIRED OF FREEDOM, 


An Escaped Prisoner Returns Half Frozen 
to a Work-House. 


EAST BRIDGEWATER, Mass., February 21.—A 
prisoner was returned to the Work- house Sat- 
urday in a half-frozencondition. His haggard 
look and the wild starein his eyetold of in- 
tense suffering. He was barefooted and had 
no other clothing on savean undershirt and 
drawers. His bare feet were badly frost 
bitten and were terribly lacerated. His 


name is Michael Nolan and he was 
serving out a year’s sentence.
